Pe (Or.) Sept. 2. — Tue 
Atlantic Express an the 
Rallway and Navigation line which 
left here at 8:15 p.m., 
four masked men at 9:30 o'clock to- 
night near Corbett Station, twenty- 
one miles east of this city. One of the 
robbers was shot and killed by Ex- 
press Messenger Fred Korner, and 
Engineer Ollie Barrett was seriously 
wounded by the same bullet. After the 
shooting the robbers fled without se- 
curing any booty. 

Two of the highwaymen boarded the 
train at Troutdale, a station eighteen 
miles east of here, and after the train 
had got under way they crawled over 
the tender, and. covering the engineer 
and fireman with revolvers, told them 
to stop at mile post No. 23. which is 
near Corbett. When the train slowed 
down two more men appeared. Two of 
the robbers compelled the engineer to 
get out of the cab and accompany 
them te the express car, while others 
watched the firemen. The men car 
ried several sticks of dynamite, and 
when they came to the baggage car, 
thinking it was the express car, threw 
a stick at the door. Express Messen- 
ger Korner heard the explosion, and 
immediately secured his rifle and 
opened fire. The bullet pierced the 
heart of one of the robbers, and went 
his entering the left 
breast of Enginee® Barret, who w 
just behind him. Barrett's” wound ＋

above the heart, and is not necessarily 
fatal. After the shooting the three 
other robbers fled without securing 
any booty, and it is supposed they 
took to a boat which they had moored 
to the bank of the river. 

The point where the hold-up occurred 
is on the bank of the Columbia River. 
and a precipitous mountain is on the 
other side of the track. The easiest 
route of escape is by the river, and the 
officers believe the robbers will either 
cross to the Washington shore, or come 
down the river to this city. 

The robber ordered Engineer Barrett 
to walk in front of him while approach- 
ing the baggage car, but he Jumped 
behind just before the shot from the 
express messenger's rifle was fired. 

The body of the dead robber was left 
beside the track, and that of the 


wounded engineer placed on board the 
train which was run to Bridal Vell, a 
distance of six miles, by the fireman. 
An engine and caboose from The Dalles 
brought the engineer to this city, ar- 
riving at 12:30 K. m., and he was taken 
to St. Vincent's Hospital. 

Sheriff Story and four deputies left 
on a special train for the scene of the 
robbery at 12:45 but they have small 
hope of capturing the robbers as the 
country on both sides of the river is 
rough and heavily timbered. 

The Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company late tonight offered a reward 
of $1000 for the arrest of the highway- 
man. 

It is believed that the robbers are 
amateurs from the fact that they mis- 
took the baggage car for the express 
car. The door of the car was badly 
shattered but the trucks were not in- 
jured, and it was not detached from 
the train. 

Engineer Barrett is one of the oldest 
men on the road, having been in the 
employ of the O0. R. and N. Company 
for twenty-five years. Express Messen- 
ger Fred Korner is known as one of 
the most determined men in the employ 
of the Pacific Express Company.

RAILROAD RECORD, 


SALT LAKE ROUTE 
TO TAP IRON SECTION. 


ALT LAKE CITY (Utah) Sept. 

23.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] Among 

other matters that have been 
claiming the attention of Vice-Presi- 
dent J. Ross Clark of the San Pedro, 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake during his 
stay in this city is the proposition to 
build a branch road from Lund. to tap 
the iron and coal fields of Southern 
Utah, the objective point, being Desert 
Mound. Bebind the scheme lies an un- 
dertaking that involves the outlay of 
several millions of dolars, being noth- 
ing less than the erection of a huge 
plant for the purpose of turning out 
pig. fron rele, pipe and other staple 
commodities. The money forthisis said 
to be forthcoming. The major portion 
of the properites to be worked is under 
control of Col. 8. B. Milner of this 
city. Senator W. A. Clark has taken 
an interest in the enterprise, and he 
is sald in turn to have engaged for- 
elan capital in the scheme on the oc- 
casion of his last trip to Europe. 
Everything is now in shape where 
operations can be commenced. The 
first step will be the construction of the 
branch road to the heart of the iron 
region, and then will follow the devel- 
opment of the country. The construc- 
tion of this line has to all intents and 
purposes been decided upon, and but 
for the scarcity of rails would de 
pushed right away. 
Since Col. Milmer engaged in iron 
mining in Tron county he has acquired 
United States patents for fifty or sixty 
valuable claims, and now has in pro- 
cess the patenting of some forty ad- 
ditional ones. He has also taken steps 
to get a water supply for the new town, 
and consequently means business. This 
activity on the part of the Clark-Mil- 
ner crowd has stirred up the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron people to a mighty ac- 
tivity, with the result that iron claims 
are being taken up all along the line. 
For the past week there have been a 
large number of iron and coal contest 
cases in the United States Land Office 
here. It is generally conceded that the 
manufacture of iron will commence at 
an early date. The problem of coke 
has been largely solved by the devel- 
opment of a fine body of semi-anthra- 
cite coal near the iron deposits. The 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company is 
the biggest source of revenue for the 
Denver and Rio Grande. . 
It is stated that it is the intention 
of Senator Clark to make the Desert 
Mound undertaking perform a similar 
service for the San Pedro. The impor- 
tance of works of such magnitude 
would mean millions for Southern Cal- 
ifornia also.

BLOCK SIGNAL’ SYSTEM. 


ROCK ISLAND INSTALLING IT. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE rms! 

CHICAGO, Sept. 23.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The management of “the 
Rock Island Rallroad has completed 
arrangements for installing a complete 
block signal system over the entire 
main line tracks of the company. The 
work, which was done at the cost of 
millions, is one of the most compre- 
hensive undertaken by any railroad, 
and was decided upon after extensive 
experiments with various methods of 
signaling now in use on American and 
European railroads. Yesterday the 
company received material and began 
the work of “blocking” a total of 84% 
miles of road, which will be completed 
as rapidly as possible. As soon as this 
is completed, arrangements will be 
made for blocking other long stretches 
of track and the improvements will be 
continued until all the main line mile- 
age of the company is controlled by the 
system. 

The local main line between Chi- 
cago and Blue Island was blocked 
some time ago, and the installation 
now going on is from Blue Island to 
Herrington, Kas, a distance of 666 
miles, and from Rock Island to Valley 
Junction, la., 183 miles. The device 
to be used is known as the telegraph 
block system, with signals of standard 
design. Double armed semaphores wil! 
be used, each signal having a contin- 
vous light lens. East of Missouri 
River each block section, which is the 
distance between two signals, is from 
five to six miles, while west of the 
river the average length will be about 
seven miles.

fled that its personnel and comdins- 
tlon is such as to insure the efficient 
carrying out of national affairs pend- 
ing the resumption of Parliament. For 
years previous Cabinets were appointed 
or ministerial vacancies flied by the 
mere presentation to the sovereign of 
the names of the new Ministers. King 
Edward has done away with this tra- 
dition. He has spent the last few days 
in constant conference with Mr. Bal- 
four as to the advisability from the 
point of view of the welfare of the 
nation of the latter's ead ap- 
pointments.

been summoned to Balmoral to join 
in these conferences and all have 
been subjected to 4 degree of inter- 
rogation, such as has even 
those who knew King Edwerd inti- 
mately, as the Prince of Wales. 

To such an extent is the King hold- 
ing his power of veto in reserve that 
he ies now almost regarded by the in- 
ner circles as more the Cabinet maker 
than Balfour himself. Though, with 
his usual tact, the King has refrained 
from exbressing any political views or 
infringing on the ministers’ preroga- 
tive this has not prevented him from 
expressing his desires, amounting al- 
most to a command that steps be 
taken to remedy the scandals in the 
army administration, revealed by the 
report of the South African War Com- 
mission, and insisting that the new 
Cabinet shall be one adapted to deal 
with that question. 

After the long convereations he has 
hadduringthe last few days at Balmoral 
with Lord Lansdowne, Mr. Brodrick, 
Lord Esher, who was president of the 
South African War Commission: Lieut.- 
Gen. Kenny-Kelly and other military 
authorities, the King is said to have 
expressed the opinion that Lord 
Lansdowne'’s record as War Secre- 
tary wae due more to the badness of 
the system then in vogue than to any 
defect in Lord Lansdowne’s own judg- 
ment. King Edward has not shared 
the keen public indignation against 
Lord Lansdowne aroused by the re- 
port of the South African War Com- 
mission, and after a minute examina- 
tion of the circumstances he is under- 
stood to have consented to his lord- 
ship continuing aa Foreign Minister. 
This decision has not prevented His 
Majesty from telling the ministers 
that he wanted something done to im- 
prove the military muddle, and that 
he hoped some man would be ap- 
pointed, who, with the commission's 
report as a would be capable 
of changing the system, which ren- 
dered inefficiency unavoidable. The 
question of having some genera! not- 
abl Lord Kitchener, as head of the 
War Office has been keenly discussed 
at Balmoral between the King and the 
ministers, but the Associated Press 
understands that the consensus of the 
cpinion was that such an appoint- 
ment would be interpreted, as a mod- 
ified form of military dictatorship, 
which the public would not sanction. 
Dealing with the surmises upon 
some of the foregoing points, the 
Morning Advertiser today said: “The 
King has in this national emergency 
resolved to play the part of a ruler 
inetead of being content with that 
of a figure-head.” 

Meantime every detail of the 
negotiations for filling the vacancies 
in the cabinet is submitted to the King 
who, for the time being, has been trane- 
formed into the political center of the 
empire, from which, owing to the un- 
usual influences at work, several sur- 
pres may emanate. Whatever the re- 
sults may be they can safely be at- 
tributed to a large extent to the King’s 
interest in the crisis.

KANGAS CITY, Sept. 23.—After be- 
ing in session behind closed doors since 
early this morning, the convention of 
the Internationa! Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers 
at 10 clock tonight voted in favor of 
seating Sam Parks and the other dele- 
gates from local union No. 2 of New 
York. 

There were but. three votes cast

COLORADO ISSUE. 


TO BE DECIDED TODAY. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.) Sept. 23.— 
Gen. Chase produced in the District 
Court today the four military prisoners 
for whom writs of habeas corpus were 
issued and a strong force of troops was 
Siationed in and about the Courthouse. 
Former Atty.-Gen. Eugene Engley. 
who instituted the aabeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, protested against the pres- 
ence of thirty so.diers in tae courtreom, 
deciaring it to be in violation of tBe 
Constitution and as they were permit- 
ted to remain, he withdrew from thé 
case. 

In announcing his withdrawal, Ene- 
ley said: “When I filed tae application 
for writs of habeas corpus and invoked 
the juri@diction of tiis court for the is- 
suance of the highest writ of right 
known to the law, I supposed that 
these proceedings would be neard under 
constitutional guarantee; but it is not 
so: The court may say that it is, but 
the fact remains tnat the forces of in- 
timidation are present. The constity- 
tional guarantee that the court shall 
be open and untrammelled has been in- 


| vaded. This is no longer a constitution- 


al court. It is an armed camp. The 
court has been surrounded by soldiery. 
I refuse to proceed further in this 
case.” 

8. D. Crump, for the respondents, 
presented an argument along purely 
legal lines. Judge Seeds announced 
that he would deliver bis decision on 
the motion to quash the Aaveas cvr- 
pus proceedings at 2 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon. The prisoners, escorted by 
the militery, were taken back to the 
guardhouse.

FRUIT INSPECTION 
MAY BE ABANDONED. 


{BY DIR®CT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


EW YORK, Sept. 23.—{Exclusive 

Dispatch.) Trouble is again brew- 

ing among members of the New 
York Fruit Exchange over the tnspec- 
tion of samples of fruit on docks. The 
inspection system has been maintained 
for some two years now, in order to 
prevent, as far as possible, tampering 
with samples; in other words, to see 
that samples are pened and left for 
inspection without being fixed up. Un- 
der this year's agreement, buyers have 
been paying \ cent per box to defray 
expenses of this inspection. The im- 
porters, who are also members of the 
New York Fruit Exchange, have not 
deen paying the K cent per box i- 
spection charge. The present agree- 
ment expires on September 30, and «a 
movement is now under way to have 
the importers pay their share of the 
tax under the new agreement. 

Buyers of foreign fruits claim that 
the funds of the exchange are low, in- 
sufficient to carry en inspection very 
long on the present basis, and unless 


the importers come to the aid of the 
exchange, the entire inspection system 
will have to be abandoned, to the det- 
riment of the trade here and out of 
town. The solution of the problem 
therefore seems to rest with the im- 
porters, but present indications do not 
point to favorable action on their part. 
In fact, some of the prominent im- 
porters of foreign fruits, members of 
the Fruit Importers’ Union and also 
of the New York Fruit eden. 
have announced their willingness to 
have the present agreement, which 
doesn't cost them anything, renewed, 
but are unwilling to enter into any 
agreement which would compel them 
also to pay the M cent per box tax. 
The importers who object to the tex 
assert that they get no benefit what- 
ever from inapection, and therefore 
should not be called upon to contribute 
to ite maintenance. Buyers take issue 
with them on this point, and advance

FARMERS’ CONGRESS. 


Distributive Side of Agriculture Now 
Considered te be the Most Important. 
Trust Question 

[BY THE ASSO.IATED PRESS—PM). 

‘NIAGARA FALLS VN. .) Sept. 23. 
— The Farmers’ National Congress to- 
day considered several questions af- 
fecting the distributive side of agri- 
culture. As the farmers consider that 
they have solved nearly all the pro- 
ductive questions, they think that na- 
tional assistance should now be in- 
voked to aid American farmers in 
finding a market rather than helping. 
them grow products. 

In the afternoon Dr. D. E. Salmon 
of Washington read a paper on “In- 
fectious and Contagious Diseases of 
Farm Animais, and Their Effect on 
American Agriculture,” taking the 
view that these d were well 
coped with by the authorities at pres- 
ent and that, while care was rieeded, 
Americans have little to fear from this 
source. 

Among the resolutions favored by 
the committee is one advocating am- 
plification of the rural free-delivery 
system, and the expansion of the par- 
cels-post system by means of lower 
rates, and by allowing packages of 
greater bulk to be sent. 

Resolutions favoring the election of 
United States Senators, and approving 
the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment allowing an income tar 
wilL be voted on. So-called trusts were 
ign®red by the committee. A proposed 
nd resolution Was not fa- 
vored.

AIDED BY MILITARY. 


Outrages cAgainst the Jews at 


Gomel, Russia, 


the Plundezers and 


Murderers Had the Open Help of 
Officers of the Government. 


OMEL (Government of Mohile, 
G Russia) Monday, Sept. 21.—(By 
The Associated 


Atlantic Cable.] 
Press correspondent has made an in- 
vestigation on the spot of the Po- 
grom,” as the Russians describe the 
anti-Semitic riots which occurred here 
September 11 and were renewed for 
several days. The riots were smaller 
but perhaps more remarkablee than 
those which took place at Kishineff, 
because the police and military openly 
atded the plunderers and murderers, the 
“Progromehiks,” as the Russians called 
them. The troops, supported by many 
educated and well-to-do Christians, 
formed a movable shield behind which 
the “Pogromshiks’ ruthlessly demol- 
ished the Jewish homes and shops and 
cruelly clubbed such Jews as fell into 
their hands, leisurely passing from 
street to street and from district to 
district as they did sa. 

The commerce and industry of Gomel, 
which is considerable, is largely in the 
hands of the Jewish population, num- 
bering 25,000. Few of the residents are 
wealthy, but none is a pauper. The 
Jewish artisans incline to socialism. 

The trouble began September 11, a 
holiday, the day of the beheading of 
John the Baptist. in a wrangle in the 
fruit and fish markets between mou- 
jiks (peasants) and Jews. The wrangle 
ended in a free fight, in which many 
were wounded, one moujik succumb- 
ing to his in zores. 

The moujiks demanded vengeance 
and employed the following days, Sat- 
urday and Sunday. inflaming the anti- 
semitic feeling. the leaders being an 
olficer named Pensk! and a rich mer- 
chant. 

Everybody knew that a pogrom 
would occur on Monday, and the Jews 
appealed for protection to Chief of 
Police Ravaki, who summoned an in- 
fantry fegiment from its summer en- 
campment. Thus there were 1600 sol- 
diers in the town. At luneheon hour 
on Monday the anti-semitic railway 
workmen ta the number of some bun- 
dreds began an organized attack on 
the Jewish houd#es in Zamoovoky street, 
sacking them and demolishing or spoll- 
ing the bulky articles by soaking them 
with kerosene. Police Chief Ravaki 
had placed police and troops on the 
Zamoovoky, but they acted as though 
they intended to protect the um- 
‘shiks from interference. The Jews from 
the outside who attempted to rescue 
their co-religionista were brutally 
clubbed by the soldiers’ guns, bayonet- 
ted or arrested. Meanwhile, recruita 
for the pogromshiks poured in’ stead- 
ily over the bridge leading from the 
railway workshope. A bystander 
begged the commander of the gen- 
darmerie to send troops to guard the 
exit from the bridge. The officer re- 
plied, threatening the man with arrest 
and saying: “We know what we have 
to do.” 

The plunderers now proceeded from 
street to street, the troops and police 
following them and cutting off access 
to the devastated Jewish houses. They 
subsequently visited the Jewish quar- 
ter called “America.” then Konnaya 
Square, the principal thoroughfare of 
the town, and the distriét called au- 
casus.”” 

Altogether nearly % houses and 
shops were wholly or partially 
wrecked, the windows -smashed, the 
blinds and frames being splintered and 
every scrap of furniture and effects., 
even the samovars, sewing machines, 
mirrors and lamps, destroyed or stolen. 
The Jews who did not take refuge 
with compassionate Christians or con- 
ceal themeelves in cellars, were se- 
verely beaten and in many cages dan- 
gerousiy wounded. Some young Jews, 
exasperated by the action of the po- 
lice and troops, armed themeelves with 
any available weapons and tried te 
foree their way to the threatened 
houses. One Jewess attempted to 
shoot a non-commissioned officer and 
twenty-five revolver shots were heard 


in the vicinity of the Bazaar, but were 
apparently fired in the air, as no one 
was hurt.

A few houses were pill- 
aged, that day and two more on 
Wednesday, after which no disorders 
occurred, until September 18, when a 
fruit gardener was barbarously 
slaughtered by thieves. The 
Jews killed were Pilatesky, murdered 
by peasants in the village of Veroulmo 
five miles distant, where he had taken 
refuge with his wife, who bas become 
insane, a Gomelitstf Davidov, 
Leiken and Elpern clubbed to death by 
the military or the mob, and Kagansky 
and Oberman shot and bayoneted. 
Sixty-four Jews were registered as 
wounded and probably forty others 
left the city without being registered. 

During the week following tne riots 
all the trains leaving the city were 
crowded with a thousand Jewish fam- 
ilies. The Christian dead numbered 
five. of whom the troops shot three. 
Ten Christians are recorded as wound- 
ed. The Jewish committee claims to be 
able to identy ninety-five pogrom- 
shiks, but only about twenty-five 
Christians have been arrested, includ- 
ing one telegraph official. Over fifty 
Jews were arrested for carrying weap- 
ons or conspiring against the police. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
visited the devastated districts which 
embrace about a third of the city. The 
victims all told the same tale of an 
alllance between the mehiks and 
the authorities and they claimed that 
the latter had not investigated their 
losses. Two synagogues had their win- 
dows emashed and the Holy Scrolls 
torn up. The victims accuse a large 
number of military and civil officials, 
including a judge and a priest, of aid- 
ing and abetting the plunderers by en- 
couraging the rioters or ordering the 
police and military to club and bayonet 
the Jews. n the other hand, scores of 
Christians, many of them prominent 
citizens, did their best to protect and 
hide the Jewish refugees. 

Fears are expressed (hut the coming 
market days, September 2/ and 28, may 
witness a repetition of the Pogrom. The 
present attitude of the military is dis- 
quieting. Last night the soldiers play- 
fully clicked their rifles at the Jewish 
ladies and then laughed boisterously at 
their fright. 


APPEAL TO HAY.

IGH-SPEED TRACTION. 

A dispatch from Berlin, of recent 
date, relates fhat an electric car was 
run on the Zossen military road, a 
few days ago. at the rate of 106 4-5 
miles per hour. This is declared to be 
the highest speed ever attained by an 
electric car, and the claim is prob- 
ably correct. Ht is added. that “the 
engineers in charge of the experiments 
expect that a Speed of 125 miles per 
hour wil! be reached.” 

The distance traveled by the elec- 
tric car on the Zossen military road, 
at the high speed of 106 4-5 miles per 
hour, is not given in the dispatch, 
which is to be regretted, for the ques- 
tion of maintaining a high rate of 
speed for any considerable distance is 
of quite as much importance as that 
of attaining a high speed for short 
distances. Very likely, however, the 
experiments have not progressed suf- 
ficiently to warrant detailed reports of 
progress; or perhaps these details 


were omitted from the Berlin dispatch: 


for the sake of brevity. 

At all events, the report that a 
speed of over 100 miles per hour has 
actually been attained on an electric 
railroad marks a long step forward in 
this field of achievement. There is 
little doubt that a speed of 100 miles 
per hour, or even more, will be found 
entirely practicable, within the next 
few years. The problem is now 80 
near to solution that it has become. 
virtually, a question of roadbed and 
equipment. A road designed for very 
high speeds must run nearly in an 
air-line. The curves, where curves are 
unavoidable, must be of large radius. 
The rails must be welded into a con- 
tinuous steel line, practically without 
a break. The rolling stock must be the 
finest that can be produced, and, in 
fact, the workmanship and materials 
must be first-class in every respect. 
With a road thus built, with especial 
reference to the maintenance of high 
specds, a rate of 100 miles per hour 
will doubtsess be found as practicable, 
and fully as safe, as a rate of tweuty 
miles per hour, or less, on a less per- 
fectly constructed and equipped rvad. 
The first demand is, of course, for 
eafety. The next demand is for speed 
—for the highest possible speed con- 
sistent with safety. If the two most 
important desiderata, speed and safety, 
can be combined—as they certainly 
can be—the problem will be solved. 
The time of its solution seems to be 
not far distant. 


NIONISM GONE MAD. et 

Uneer this heading the Los An- 
geles Mining Review sizes up the situ- 
ation pretty accurately, as regards the 
folly and madness of labor-unionism, 
as follows: 

Labor- unionism is always mad, mad 
in the maniacal sense. 

“Ite latest form of madness, of silly 
madness, of sentimental mania, of dis- 
ordered ! ielligence—which is the 
same as madness—is the elevation of 
Sam Parks of New York to the 
position of its fetich. Sam Parks 
has been condemned to imprisonment 
in Sing Sing prison for having failed 
to nicely distinguish between meum 
and tuum. But for having failed to 
do so Sam Parks is, in their esti- 
mation, a better and bigger man than 
ever. Prior to his “peculations they 
only did fealty to him; now they bow 
down and worship him, and contrib- 
ute to him of their substance to the 
extent of $8 a day for every working 
day in the week. 

“He pilfers, they admire him: he 
pilfers more, they love bim: he robs 
in wholesale fashion and they make 
him their ‘God'—a wooden god, of 
clayey feet. When he gets out of 
Sing Sing they will ‘put Dagon in his 
place again.’ 

“This is but one more instance of 
labor-unionism gone mad.

HE LATEST FROM WYOMING. 

Whenever you see anything ema- 
nating from Wyoming in regard to 
national irrigation, you are pretty 
safe in betting your Panama hat, or 
any other object you highly prize, that 
it is heretical, from the standpoint of 
those who aim at national irrigation 
of the arid lands for the benefit of 
actual settlers, although it is, true that 
The Times recently quoted a sound 
and sensible editorial on the subject 
from one Wyoming paper. But then, 
that is only one of those exceptions 
that go to prove the rule. 

Of all the remarkable outgivings 
that have come from that northwes- 
tern cow State, perhaps the most re- 
markable is the following, which is 
credited to Hon. F. W. Mondell, a 
Wyoming delegate to the recent Na- 
tional Irrigation Congreas at Ogden: 

“The people of the public land 
States are forced to the conclusion 
that no little part of the agitation for 
repeal emanates from large corporate 
land and land-scrip owners, who see 
in the withdrawal of public land from 
market a greater demand for their 
property.” 

What Mr. Mondell refers to is the

proposed repeal of the Desert Land 
Act, the Timber and Stone Act, and 
the commutation clause of the Home- 
stead Act, as recommended by the 
President in his message to Congress, 
and as urged by the National Irriga- 
tion Association, and all other true 
friends of the nationa! irrigation 
movement. 

Now, in the language of the street. 
“wouldn't that jar zou? Such a bold 
attempt to call black white seems to 
show that the people who live in that 
remote northwestern section of the 
country must be altogether out of 
touch with the spirit of the age, and 
that they must have entirely over- 
looked or forgotten what Abraham 
Lincoln said about the impossibility 
of fooling all the people all the time. 

The absolute absurdity of this 
statement becomes apparent when it 
is remembered that after the Desert 
Land Act, the Timber and Stone Act, 


and the commutation clause of the 
Homestead Act shall have been re- 
pealed, there will still remain the 


original Homestead Act, under which 
every adult American citizen-—-or pereon 
who has declared his intention of be- 
coming a citizen—may obtain, for 
nothing. 160 acres of government land, 
by building a residence and living on 
it for five years. 

The desperate extremes to which 
these people are going in their effort 
to reap the benefits of the National Ir- 
rigation Act since they have been un- 
able to defeat i's passage emphasize 
the statements heretofore made in The 
Times that the people must bend every 
effort to impress the coming Congress 
with the importance of carrying out 
the public land policy orftiined by the 
President, and with the fact that Coa- 
gress men who stand in with the cattle 
barons, and timber thieves, and 01 
land grabbers, will be marked men, 
who cannot safely be intrusted with 
public office, because they hold the 
private interests of themselves or their 
friends higher than the public weal. 


IVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

San Francisco is not exactly the 
place where one would look for an 
example of municipal reform, yet 
even there civil-eervice reform, which 
was recently introduced in the city, 
promises to work wonders, if faith- 
fully carried out. As an example of 
the benefits of civil-service reform, 
the Merchants’ Asrociation Review, of 
San Francisco, for September, pub- 
lishes an engraving. descriptive of a 
“permanent improvement, built from 
current revenue, which it terms a mon- 
nment of civil service. It is the new 
warehouse of the Department of Elec- 
tions, now under construction. It is 
being built out of the savings of an 
office that was once one of the most 
wasteful and extravagant in the city 
government, but which has become, 
through the operation of the merit 
system, one of the most efficient and 
economical. It is intended for the

‘$30,000 in money value, and will cost 


nearly $10,000. The entire sum was 
saved out of the appropriation for the 
Department of Elections last year. 
Before the adoption of civil-service re- 
form, and when elections were held 
once in two years, the expenses of the 
Department of Elections averaged 
$200,000 a year, and hes been even 
known to reach $290,000. Under the new 
charter the cost has been reduced to 
an average of $113,000 a year, and 
there are now from two to four elec- 
tions annually. 

Similar encouraging results have 
been noted wherever civil-service re- 
form—that is to say appointment and 
promoiion on merit—have been intro- 
duced and faithfully carried out. With 
civil-service reform, and the power 
of recall, which Los Angeles now has, 
together with the formation of active 
improvement associations in each pre- 
cinct, we may look for a real improve- 
ment in the government of the city, 
and perhaps before many years the 
time will come when our first-class 
citizens will esteem it an honor to be 
permitted to serve the public as mem- 
bers of the governing body of the 
most progressive city on the cont!- 
nent. 


A prominent railway officia! in this 
city is quoted as saying that a union 
railway station for Los Angeles is a 
long ways off. The Times truets that 
the gentleman is very much mistaken. 
It is ridiculous that passengers pare- 
ing through the metropolis of South- 
ern California should be compelled to 
transfer over long distances by etreet 
car, or other conveyance, instead of 
stepping from one train to another 
ir. a commodious and highly ornate 
structure. The purchase of ground 
for a union station will cost the trans- 
portation lines concerned but a 
bagatelle today compared to what it 
will five or ten years from this date. 
But the cost is not the only thing to 
be considered—there are the rights. 
and even demands, of the great travel- 
ing public, that come first. In dealing 
with great corporations the public's 
rights ought to have every attention. 
Again, there is the question of civio 
pride, with which the railway corpora- 
tion: ought to have some concern. Los 
Angeles by every right of reason, 
common sene and utility should have 
n union station in its midst,” and 
that without any unnecessarv delay. 
A move to that end ie certainly in 
order. The chair is ready to recognize 
any gentieman who desires to address 
the congregation on the subject.

SAME OLD STINK. 


The Great Feat of the Baltimore and 
Other Famous Runs—The Triumphs 


of Speed by Rail. 

[Baitimore Améftican:] A new world's 
record for long-distance running was 
made by a passenger train on the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Raflroad when a 
stretch of 128 miles was covered in 125 
minutes. No stops were made. The 
distance traversed is between Chicago 


Junction, O., and Garrett, Ind. During 
the run a speed of eighty-five miles an | 
hour was reached. This was the max? | 
imum. Bursts of speed seventy and 
seventy-five miles an hour were fre- | 
quent. The train was made up of five 
cars, and was pulled by engine No. 
1460, in charge of Engineer William 
Dunton. This engine is of the new At- 
lantic type, weighing 177,000 pounds. It 
is the most powerful style in service 
on the Baltimore and Onio Raliroad. 
An extra large water tank helped in 
this remarkable performance, saving 
stops for water. 

From Garrett into Chicago another 
engine of the same make took the 
train. On this run a speed of seventy- | 
six miles was reached. The perform- 
ance between Chicago Junction and 
Garrett could have been duplicated had | 
the train not been blocked dy a train 
ahead, to which it was running into 
Chicago as a second se tion. This ne- 
cessitated slowing down several times. | 
The distance of 131 miles be! ween Gar- 
rett, Ind., and Mouth Chicago was, how- 
ever, covered in 153 minutes, making 
the whole run of 259 miles in 278 min- 
utes. This record is in itself a phe- 
nomena! one. 

In discussing this remarkably fart 
time Baltimore and Ohio men recall 
some equally fast traveling over their 
rails. On November 28, 1897, a train 
traveled from Annapolis Junction to 
Alexandria Junction, a distance of 15.1 
miles, in 11 minutes, or at the rate 
of 82.20 miles an hour. The longest 
runs heretofore over the Baltimore and 
Ohio are 66 and 66.4 miles an hour. the 
greater speed having been made by a 
special on March 2, 1897, between Bal- 
timore, Mount Royal, and Washington, 
the distance of 42.2 miles having been 
covered in 38 minutes, without stops. 

On May %0, 1898, the distance from 
Cumberland to Hancock—55 mile as 
made in 50 minutes, or at the rate of 66 
miles an hour. On August 29, 1900. 
train No. 163 ran from Camden Sta- 
tion to Wasrhington—40 miles—in 40 
minutes, and, deducting two minutes 
one ston, makes the rate of 63 miles 
en hour. On May 22, the same year. the 
Adams sheathed train ran from Cam- 
den Station to Washington in 37.2 min- 
utes, or at the rate of 64.34 miles an 
hour, and on the same day train No. 
+ made the same run in 38 minutes, or 
63.12 miles an hour. 

A number of other records of 60 
miles in an hour and better have been 
made by the Baltimore and Ohio trains 
and, except the Adams train and No. 

64, mentioned in the foregoing, all the 
trains had heavy Pullman equipment. 
No. 163, which is a regular train, sched- 
uled to run in 45 minutes with one stop 
ut. Laurel-—it is stated, has made the 
run to Washington in 37% minutes. 
Much has been written concerning fast 
trains and record-breaking runs, but 
the records made are frequently of no 
value. Consistency in speed is what 
counts; the making of fast time day 
in and day out, and in all sorts of 
weather. A level track, an engine in 
good working order, a light train and 
pleasant weather, with nothing in the 


— —

bursts ef speed that may reach 8 
miles an hour. Reverse the conditions, 


and perhaps 60 miles an 
ter record. 

On other roads there ar 
remarkabie speed. 

In the Great Western of Engia: 
53.25 miles were made in 47 — 
or at tae rate of 68 miles an hour. The 
New York Centar! sustained a contia- 
uous speed of 68.3 miles per hour for 
2 hours and ten minutes, in making 
148 miles. 

The Lake Shore did even better than 
this for long-distance running. One 
of its trains ran 610.1 miles in 470 min- 
utes and 20 seconds, or at the rate of 
65.07 miles per hour. This train ran 
1 mile at the rate of 92.3 miles ner 
hour, d consecutive miles at 85.44 
miles per hour, 33 consecutive miles at 
the rate of 80.6 miles per hour. and 
86 conrecutive miles at the rate of 
72.91 miles per hour. The Lake Shore 
train was heavier and longer than 
either that of the New York Central 
er that of the Great Western Road. 
The Caledonian Express of England 
ran 400 mies in 7 hours and u min- 
utes, or at the rate of 52.4 miles per 
hour; but thie falle far short of the 
Lake Shore record, which ts about as 
fast long-distance train running as the 
world ever knew. Railroad men are. 
ef course, most interested in continued 
high speed. Phat to them ie the su- 
mreme test of roadbed, eoulpment, and 
human engineering ability. Rut the 
rublic firds keen satiefarction in the 
shert hurate of seed that traire sre 
compelled to indulee in every dav tn 
order tn make their time, and whiel.

His agents 
with hirsute appendages managed to 
secure 10 and 8 to 1 for his money. 
When this cash should have been 
placed, Phil sent his regular betting 
commissioners and went around him- 
self betting on the horse. When Lord 
Turco galloped heme an easy winner 
of the fourth race, Phil was $35,000 
richer.

This statement 
will give the uninitiated some idea of 
the lumber business now being done 
in Southern California. The large 
companies are employing from twenty 
to thirty teams to handle their city 
deliveries alone. 

Of the total number of ships in port 
the Nofziger Bros. Lumber Company 
has six with a seventh now due. These 
ships will average about 600,000 feet of 
lumber and this firm alone will handle 
nearly 5,000,000 feet across the wharves 
this month. The Patten-Davies Lum. 
ber Company has four ships in port 
and over 2,500,000 feet is consigned to 
them this month. Three ships are 
now being unloaded for the Kerkhoff- 
Cuzner Lumber Company, and they 
will handle from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 
feet this month. The L. W. Blinn 
Company has four ships discharging 
cargoes, and will handle 4,225,000 feet 


| of lumber. Other companies will do a 


correspondingly large business. 

That this demand for lumber should 
occasion no marked raise in prices is 
explained by the lumber dealers as 
due to the brisk trans-Atlantic trade. 
The big sawmilis, it appears, cater 
first to the foreign trade because there 
is more money in it for them. Great 
quantities of lumber are shipped in 
large pieces, such as 12x12, 12x16, 12x24, 
etc., and resawed in foreign countries 
to fit the needs of native architecture. 
Manila is one of the few foriegn ports 
that uses lumber cut in the same shape 
as is customary in the Unfitéd States. 
After the foreign trade has been met 
the eastern buyer has a chance, and 
then comes the Coast States. This ap- 
plies, of course, to lumber cut along 
the North Pacific Coast. 

The 2x3e and used so exten- 
sively in this section, are left over 
after the large pleces have been cut 
from the log and the mills must get 
rid of them. Therefore when the 
transoceanic and eastern trade is brisk 
there is a plentiful supply of the sorts 
of lumber chiefly used in Southern

Liang Chi Cho Coming to 


Los eAngeles. 


Destiny of the Empire May Res 
Upon Him.

Elaborate Entertainment 
Be Provided. 


Los Angeles is soon to entertain 
the greatest Chinese, who ever visited 
| California, one of the two leaders of 
the reform party of the Chinese Em- 
pire, which has as its object the 
restoration to the throne of the Em- 
peror, now practically held a prisoner 
by the anti-foreign Dowager Empress. 
He ie the Rt. Hon. Liang Chi Cho 
of the Society for the Protection of 
the Emperor, formerly counselor to 
the Emperor, and a man upon whom 
the destiny of the great empire, to 
some degree, rests. He is an exile 
upon whose head the vindictive Dow- 
ager Empress placed a price of $175,- 
000 at the time of his escape following 
the dethronement of the Emperor. 

Following the war with Japan in 
18M, so disastrous to China, Liang Chi 
Cho was called to the court by the 
Emperor, as a counselor in the cam- 
paign of reform, which the ruler pro- 
posed to undertake as a measure ab- 
volutely necessary to the preservation 
ot the empire as a world power. The 


Dowager Empress opposed these meas- 


bres and was to have been seized 
and sequestered by the reform perty, 
but the latter's plot was discovered, 
and the wily woman turned the tables 
by eeizing the Emperor, and making 
him a prisoner, which he remains to 
this day. Six of his counselors, were 
promptly beheaded by her order, only 
two escaping, Liang Chi Cho, our vis-

When the fincers are really badly 


aciled and the discoloration is of some 
days standing this method ia not keln 
to prove satisfactory. 

Rubbing vigorous enough to remove 
the stan could hardly fall to wear out 
the finger tips, always a fragile part 
in these dabric hand coverings. 

The better way is to soak them first 
in a bagin of hot water containing a 
tablespoonful of ammonia. At the end 
of a moment or two remove from the 
ammonia bath and wash with soapy 
water. It will be found that the stained 
parts respond immediately to this treat- 
mént. Be careful for the sake of your 
hands to remove them from the am- 
monia water with a beirplg or knitting 
needle and to ringe thoroughly in clear 
water before handling. 

It may be objected that the armmonia 
will rot the fabric, but in reality a short 
submersion of thie kind will mean less

sitting in a car with the windows closed 
for half an hour. There is no need to 
say a great deal about oxygen and car- 
bonic acid gas we may leave that tv 
the science primer which everybody 


| etudies at gthool and forgets, presum- 


ably. the minute they leave school; but 
some reference may be made to the fact, 


» and that “close” air and hot air are 


not at all the same thing. 


Avoid Catching Cold 


Air may be elose and hot that is the 
more frequent state in which one finds 
it, but ft may also be close and cold 
as, for instance, in publite halls, when 
one goes into them before an entertain- 
ment, and in empty schoolrooms, and 
also in empty railway carriages. 

When ut tls close and cold people will 
not have the windows open, and no ar- 
gument that I have ever seen used will 
make them; yet, if I have my choice, 
I would prefer infiniteiy to be chilled 
than poisoned. 

By breathing very quietly and 2 
rished, I can avoid 


by being well. nou 
“eatching cold from sitting beside open 
railway carriage windows; but sitting in 


close air I find it very difficult, in t 
almost a'ways Impossible, to avoid suf- 
fering in a variety of ways from the 


poison (we will call it broadly poison, 
as a matter of fact it ie chiefly carbonic 
acid gas) of close air.

Air ta the finest preservative of temper 
that 1 know . fresh“ air, I mean. 


Irritation. that Ineidious modern disease

out knowing it, and “nerves,” that Is 
“over-strained” nerves, is a state which, 
once you are alive to the fact, you can 
actually see being produced in people 
owing to close air. and especially work- 
ing in close 
The snappishnes« and “shortness” se 
often to be found in business offices are 
not to be wondered at when one gases 
round the room and notices the shut 
windows, nearly all of them dust-sealed. 
When you have learned to notice this 
unheaithy. nervous condition—it is to 
found in the chambers of in- 
valids, too—in other people you can 
watch carefully, and note the similar 
effect of close air on yourself! 


Special Use of Air 


My recommendation is that you stand 
& moment or two at an open window 
and draw four or five deep, iong 
breaths; when you return to the con- 
versation vou were holding or the work 
you were doing, self-command will be 
quite easy; you won't feel rasped up. 

There has recently been some public 
correspondence about the efficacy of 
breathing In time to the motion of the 
vessel as a preventive of sea-sickness; 
l submit that it is not the fact that one 
breathes in time with the rise and fall 
of the steamer which ters the irri- 
table gastric nerve, but the fact that 


one breathes slowly, and hence deeply

Aw Bath und Light Bath 


Take an air bath, in full suntight, in 
a room where one is protected from 


winds. Under other conditions you 
lose a certain amount of i heat. 
It is, n so far, a bad thing to 


lowe heat, that if the temperature of the 
body sinks below a certain point, the 
capabilities of the museles are at once 
restricted and impaired—witness the 
clumsiness with which youftie a bow 
when your fingers are cold. 

Every scientific theory tends to insist 
on the possession of power, alertness 
and perfect control of the whole of one's 
muscles and nerves, so that I am in- 


. elined to suggest that the air bath should 


not be taken in a state of repose, except 
in such weather and conditions as will 
not tend to chill the skin; but an air 
bath combined with exercises of five 
minutes’ duration will be a splendid 
stimulant. and it has this advantage— 
that one can see the muscles at work, 
and have the esatiefaction of watching 
them grow. For an air bath ts a Hahn 
bath, ton, and no small part of its use 
ia the eatiefaction of the mind in watch- 
ing increasing symmetry and grace of 
movement.

INTIMIDATE MINERS.

CONTRACT WORKMEN FRIGHTENED 
FROM TRAINS/ 


Walking Delegates Waylay Recruits 
for the Yellow Aster Mines at Bakers- 
field, Mojave and Cramer and Induce 
Them to Repudiate Their Agreements. 


— 


The Randsburg gang of strikers in- 
festing Bakersfield and Mojave have 
again got in their work against the 
mine owners, and, as a result, men 
willing and eager to work for a fair 
wage have been bulldozed into breaking 
thelr contracts. 

For some time John D. Ackerman, 
associated with the Yellow Aster peo- 
ple, has been recruiting laborers at 
San Francisco. Last Saturday even- 
ing Mr. Ackerman left the Bay City 
sith twenty-two men, in charge of 
Charles Purdy. A blatant, intoxicated 
Walking delegate also took passage, 
making himself busy all the way to 
Sakersfield, where he was joined by a 
ompany of strikers, who proceeded 
0 intimidate the men en route to 
tandsburg. 

The small matter of breaking a con- 
-Tact and the loss of transportation to 
ne company cougted for naught with 
these feilows who clamor for “fair” 
wages and “fair” hours and fair“ con- 
sideration. The men engaging with 
the Yellow Aster people did so only 
after the fullest understanding as to 
the situation. The agreements signed 
stipulated that they were to take the 
places of strikers, specified hours and 
Wages, and every signer pledged him- 
— to refund the cost ef transporta- 

n. 

Despite these considerations union 
agitators forced a violation of contract 
in their efforts to control the situation 
and leave the employer to sing for the 
cash advanced. As a result of this 
kind of lawlessness Mr. Ackerman lost 
three of the men under escort to the 
mines. 

At Mojave a characteristic union la- 
bor mob “held up” the train. A noisy, 
profane, drunken gang, threatening, 
abusing, prophesying al! kinds of evil 
and prating about rights and fair 
treatment. Here three more of the con- 
deserted. 

Kramer the train was in be- 
sieged, the president and 12 ot 
the Randsburg miners’ union being 
among the party. Four more of Mr. 
Ackermen's men here became 80 ter- 
rified they took to the “tall timber,“ 
leaving but twelve who had the cour- 
age to go through to Randsburg. 

Despite these hindrances 165 min- 
ers are now at work at the Yellow As- 
ter mines, and by October 1 the mine 
owners expect to have every one of 
the 130 Stamps in full operation.

DEATH OF PROF. BLANDY. 

J. H. Blandy has just returned to his 
home in this city from Prescott, Ariz., 
where his brother, Prof. John F. Blan- 
dy, died September 17, a few days after 
Mr. Biandy had reached his bedside. 
The deceased was one of the best known 
men of scientific attainments in the 
West. He was a native of Delaware, 
and after graduating from the School 
of Mines, at Freidberg, Germany. he 
was for a number of years manager of 
a Pennsylvania mining company.

GOOD ROADS IN THE EAST. 


— — 


Assistant Director Eldridge of 
Agricultural Department Says They 
Are the Best in the United States. 
[AP ROCIALLY OONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
For the last ten years the question 
of road improvement has received a 


good deal of attention from the legis- 
lators in the Eastern States, notably 


in Massachusetts and 


Careful study of the road question in 
these States soon developed the fact 
that the counties and towns were do- 
ing little, and in many cases nothing, 
and that the roads were gradually be- 
coming worse instead of better. 
Massachusetts the idea was first con- 
ceived of having the State and civil 
subdivisions thereof cooperate in the 
improvement of the roads A State 
law embodying this principle 
adopted in New Jersey about the same 
time as in Massachusetts, and for the 
last ten years remarkable progress has 
been made in these two States. 
deed, tne principle of State aid has be- 
come so popular within the last few 
years that this same principle has been 
enacted into iaw in the 
Maine, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island. Connecticuts New York, 
Delaware and Pennsylvania, and the 
idea is being carefully considered by 
the legisiatures of many of the Bouth- 


ern and Western States. 


M. O. Eldridge, assistant director, 
office of public road inquiries of the 
United States Devartment of Agricul- 
ture, recently made an 
trip through the States of Maine, Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode Isiand, Connecticut 
and New York. In an interview Mr. 
Bidridge had the following to say in 
regard w the road conditions in these 

tee: 


“I am fully convinced from my re- 
cent trip that the roads which have 
been built in the East through the aid 
of the States and under the direction 
of highway commissions are the best 
roads in the United States, and 
equal, if not superior, to the best roads 
in the world. This is due to the fact 
that these roads have been built un- 
der intelligent supervision, by skillful 
workmen, out of the very best mate- 
Trials and with American road bullding 
machinery: whereas, most of the roads 
that 1 have seen in the old 
were built by hand, and have since 
been maintained in the same way. In 


spite of the long drought 


vailed throughout the New 
States during the spring and summer, 
the State roads were firm and smooth, 
and although I personally 
over 500 miles of impreved roads, I did 
not see a single one which had rav- 
eled or which had signs of wear from 
the recent dry weather. In the south- 
eastern part of Massachusetts 
along Cape Cod Bav and in the south- 
ern part of Connecticut, the old roads 
were composed entirely of sand, but 
in spite of the dry weather the State 
roads built on those sand foundations | 
are remarkably hard and smooth.“ 

Mr. Eldridge was asked 
thought that the people of the Eastern 
States, who had already bullt some 
good roads, and who have organized 
to continue the work along the present 
lines, would be willing to accept as- 
sistance from the general government 
in building reads as provided for in 


the Brownlow bin? 


“I belleve,“ replied Mr. 
“that the people of the Eastern States 
are so enthusiastic on the subject of 
good roads that théy would be glad to 
accept the codpertaion of the govern- 
ment. They have been building good 
roads for the past ten years; yet the 
work of completing the system has just 
fairly started. Even if the 
plans and liberal appropriations are 
continued it will take many years to 
improve all the important highways in 
these States, and consequently 
people are anxious to secure any addi- 
tional ald possible. The State Highway 
Commissioners of Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, New York and New Jersey 
expressed themselves as being in favor 
of national aid, and I believe that all 
the good roads people in the Eastern 


States are in favor of it.’

| YY AZARD’S PAVILION 


WORLD-GATHERING OF METHO- 

DISTS MUST HAVE ROOM. 

—-@—- 

Westlake Church, Which Posted Large 
Forfeit to Have a Building Ready, 
Takes Steps and Lease Has Been 
Taken—No Cramping. 


The great world-conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, which 
will convene in this city May 1, 1904, 
will sit in Hazard’s Pavilion. The idea 
of having a convention hall possible 
in any shape or manner has been given 
un by the committee on arrangements, 
and accordingly a full lease has been 
taken on the big, rambling structure 
on Fifth street. Westlake Methodist 
Episcopal Church, which posted a for- 
telt of $10,000 to have a suitable butid- 
ing ready, has been chiefly § instru- 
mental in bringing this about. 

The interior of the pavilion will be 
practically reconstructed—at least as 
far as the entire lower floor is con- 
cerned. Plenty of floor space will be 
allowed for each delegate, and each 
representative of the clergy and laity 
will have eight and one-half square 
feet of foot, elbow and breathing 
room. This is deemed a wise vi- 
sion, since a man having to sit in 
cramped quarters for a whole month 
would get mighty tired of the session. 
Another feature will be two rows of 
boxes, which will be dullt to extend all 
both side walls and directly in 
front of the stage end of the pavilion. 
These will be constructed so as to be 
easily movable when occasion requires. 
It is the purpose of the Finance Com- 
mittee to rent these, most of them at 
a good figure, thus providing to a 
certain extent for expenses incurred 
in remodeling and caring for the 
buliding. Rows of sittings will also be 
sold, and the money from this source 
will be applied to the expense fund of 
the conference likewise. Already, it is 
said, orders and demands have come in 
from all parts of the United States 
from wealthy churchmen who are will- 
ing to pay almost any price for good 
locations at the great meetings. Noth- 
ing has been done with these letters 
as yet, for the boxes and sittings will 
be adverised in due time, and the Los 
Angeles people will be given an equal 
chance with the rest of the Methodistic 
world. 

The whole of the pavilion will be 
made as pleasant as possible, and the 
barrenness and tawdriness which al- 
ways have seemed its distinguihing 
qualities will meet the combating skill 
of professional decorators, with whom 
negotiations have already been made. 
The walls and roof will be entirely 
renovated and decorated as prettily 
as possible. Comfortable, good-sised 
chairs will be bought, to the number 
of 1000, to seat the delegates in, and 
after the conference these will be sold. 

A lerge preas area will be railed 
off close to the platform, and facilities 
will be given for the correspondents of 
the many newspapers and periodicals 
in the United States and foreign coun- 
tries which have signified their inten- 


tion of being represented. The build- 
ing will ale» contain complete offices
